And Englandit ſelfe, as appeares by 
the Writ of Right, which ſtands n force ill 
this preſent, wasnotcleare ofthelikeliberty, 
TH us hauing madeit euident, how farre

all preſcription and formes of Iuſtice that 
euer were, Wee may further adde, That a- 
gainſt the State ofa King (whoſe Office is 
to take a precife accompt of all wrongs)and 
the Iuſtice of a Kingdome,that make diſtri- 
bution without deteRt, they tranſgreſlc wile 
| fully. For what can be more repugnant both 
to duetie and humanitie, then to ſnatch the 
Sword of Iuſtice out of Our hands, which 
they meane to. draw and exerciſe in their 
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 owne will , as if it lay in their owne.cletion 
to obey ornot obey,as it they might koepe 
a Poſterne gate euer open without watch 
or ward, to whichit ſhould bee lawtfull for 
yong Gentlemen without conſulting either 
Prince or ludge, to runne .headlong to 
their owne ruine;orasit itcould ſtand with 
therendercare, which We profeſle of con- 
ſeruing the SubieRin ſecuritie , the State in
